The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference character "230" has been used to designate both openings [0043] 
and apparatus [0044].

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-7 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Angle et al. (5947213). 
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Angle et al. disclose an apparatus for actuating a well tool 10 within a wellbore 
comprising: a downhole robot 40 that provides locomotion within the wellbore; a sliding 
sleeve pressure control member (col. 8, line 54) operably associated with the downhole 
robot having a deployed position and a running position; an engagement mechanism 42 
operably associated with the downhole robot and releasably engageable (col. 5, line 6) 
with the well tool; a locomotor assembly including a drive mechanism 42, 44 operable to 
contact the wellbore; a self-contained power source 20 for providing electrical power; 
an umbilical cord 18 operably associated with the downhole robot, the umbilical cord 
supplying control and power to the downhole robot; a control unit 21 that provides for 
the operation of the downhole robot, the pressure control member, and the engagement 
mechanism; and a position sensor (col. 6, lines 64-65) for determining the location of 
the downhole robot within the wellbore. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 16-40 are allowed. 

Claims 8-12, 14, and 15 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Conclusion 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Moore et al (6003606) present a tool advanced by a locomotion 
device.
